applicants should elect the single disclosed specie of drying step, as exemplified in either claim 2 OR claim 4. 
applicants should elect the single disclosed specie of hydrocarbon solution, as exemplified in either claim 7 OR claim 9. 
applicants should elect the single disclosed specie of ultrasonic application , as exemplified in either claim 1 1 OR claim 12 
OR claim 13. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C.§ 121 to elect a single ultimate disclosed specie for each of the above genera for prosecution on 
the merits to which claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held allowable. An alternative method of election is to 
identify an Example which collectively exemplifies the elected species.
